A Human Seismograph 


Britisher Claims Spinal Nerves So 
Sensitive He Can Record 
Earthquakes 

G. H. Robson, an iron worker of; 
Acomb, England, has mystified local | 
physicians by offering proof of his | 
claim that he is a human seismo- 
graph. 

Robson said that, since the removal 
of a muscle from his back, his spinal 
nerves had become so sensitive that 
he was able to “record” earthquakes 
in Japan, India, New Zealand and the | 
South Pacific Ocean. | 

“T can tell to the minute when each 
shock starts, how long it lasts and! 
about how strong it is,’”’ he said, ‘‘Dur- 
ing the present summer I have record- 
ed 21 shocks. All were verified by 
official reports.” 

Physicians examined him and were 
checking the phenomenon for scien- 
tific purposes,

Sir Philip  Cunliffe-Lister, who 
leaves the Board of Trade for the 
secretaryship of the colonies, also is 
a firm believer in protective tariffs. 
Sir Hilton Young, who has keen pro- 
moted from Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary for the Board+of Trade to 
Minister of Health, argued during a 
campa’gn meeting at Carlisle that no 
general low-revenue tariff of 10 per 
cent. or so would serve to stabilize 
the pound, ‘It must be,” he said, ‘on 
the basis of 33 per cent.”
